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INTRODUCTION 

This  report  is  intended  to  assist  those  people  who  are 
preparing  reports  on  specific  future  developments  within  the  City 
of  Hamilton. 

It  is  not  intended  as  a  population  projection  or  spatial 
distribution  of  the  future  population.  It  will  endeavour  to  forecast 
in  what  form  this  distribution  will  occur. 

We  respectfully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  the  Assessment 
Department,  in  providing  their  Annual  Reports  for  our  use. 
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GENERAL 


This  report  will  approach  the  characteristics  in  three  different 
ways,  so  that  the  reader  may  select  those  figures  which  pertain  to  his 
specific  requirements.  The  first  investigation  is  on  the  over-all 
cumulative  data;  the  second,  the  yearly  increases  and  third,  the  area 
which  has  developed  in  recent  years  on  the  fringe  of  the  urban  settlement. 

Society  is  rapidly  changing  and  consequently  all  projections 
must  be  reviewed  regularly,  each  year  if  possible.  It  is  hoped  future 
reviews  will  include  additional  data  as  requests  are  made  and  information 
becomes  available. 


PERSONS  PER  DWELLING 

The  history  of  both  elements  of  this  ratio  is  given  in  Table  #1 
and  #2  (Appendix  "A1')* 

The  ratios  plotted  on  Plate  #1  indicate  that  this  value  has 
fallen  from  a  figure  of  4. OS  in  1945  to  a  value  of  3*26  in  1965.  The 
best  fit  line  has  been  projected  to  a  value  of  3.0  for  1985. 

It  is  expected  that  this  curve  will  round  out  at  some  time  when 
the  formation  of  non-family  households  stabilizes  and  the  construction  of 
apartment  dwellings  meets  the  back  log  of  demand. 

The  persons  per  dwelling  will  vary  according  to  the  type  of 
dwelling  and  it  is  expected  that  the  ratios  will  be  as  follows,  although 
a  detailed  study  has  not  been  possible  at  this  time  to  substantiate  these 
values.

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The  persons  per  dwelling  calculated  from  the  yearly  increase 
in  dwellings  and  population  is  shown  on  Table  #8.  The  average  5  year 
increase  is  plotted  on  Plate  #1.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the 
recent  5  year  increase  (i960  to  1965)  was  at  the  rate  of  only  1.32 
persons  per  dwelling. 

The  recent  development  on  the  fringe  of  the  urbanized  area, 
because  of  the  preponderance  of  single  family  houses,  has  had  a  high 
persons  per  dwelling  ratio,  between  3.93  and  3.57  (see  Table  #5). 

The  variance  in  projections  for  Hamilton  and  Canada,  as  a  whole, 
is  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  urban  areas  will  have  more  than  their 
normal  share  of  non-family  households. 

HOUSING  COMPOSITION 

The  housing  inventory  by  various  types,  is  shown  in  Table  #2 
for  the  period  1944  to  1965.  The  percentage  of  single  family  houses 
actually  rose  slightly  up  till  about  1957,  but  since  then  has  been 
falling  quite  drastically.  Initially  this  trend  was  induced  by  the 
demand  for  some  non-family  housing,  other  than  a  converted  house,  basement 
suite,  duplex,  etc.  However,  land  prices  are  now  so  high  that  even 
families  are  moving  into  apartments  and  particularly  attached  family  units. 
It  is  expected  that  this  trend  will  slow  and  round  out,  so  that  by  1935, 

504  of  the  dwelling  units  will  be  single  family.  It  should  be  noted  that 
much  of  Hamilton’s  demand  for  single  family  housing  is  satisfied  in  the 
surrounding  municipalities,  but  even  in  recently  developed  areas  the 
single  family  dwelling  composition  is  falling  (see  Plate  #2).  Since  1959, 
single  family  housing  has  represented  only  about  374  of  the  total 
dwellings  constructed. 
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COMMUNITY  BUILDINGS 


Although  housing  is  usually  related  to  population  on  a  persons 
per  dwelling  unit  basis,  other  building  facilities  are  often  analyzed  on 
a  unit  per  1000  population  basis.  The  results  of  such  an  analysis  is 
shown  on  Plate  #3. 

The  graphs  for  stores  and  office  suites,  although  interesting, 
should  be  used  only  as  a  rough  guide.  The  ratio  does  not  take  into 
consideration  the  changing  size  and  spatial  distribution  of  stores  and 
office  suites,  which  is  critical  for  planning  new  facilities. 

The  graph  for  churches  is  surprisingly  constant  and  justifies 
its  use  for  church  planning  in  conjunction  with  Plate  #4. 

The  graph  for  schools,  although  slightly  increasing,  should  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  Plate  #4  and  trends  in  school  size. 

RELIGIOUS  CENSUS 

Data  regarding  religious  affiliation  as  reported  by  the 
Assessment  Reports  is  given  in  Table  #9.  This  information  has  been 
plotted  on  Plate  #4  and  will  be  of  interest  to  those  organizations 
responsible  for  new  church  and  school  construction  in  the  Hamilton  area. 

The  graph  will  permit  a  general  division  in  Education  between 
public  and  separate  schools.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  recently 
developed  areas  (Wards  VI,  VII  &  VIII)  the  percent  of  Roman  Catholics 
is  less  than  the  over-all  figure  which  is  about  30$.  A  further  study 
of  the  various  divisions  in  Education  by  school  enrollment  will  be 
undertaken  to  supplement  the  above  guide. 
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AGE  GROUPS  AND  EDUCATION  CATEGORIES 


Various  age  groupings  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  population 
are  shown  on  Table  #13.  These  values  have  been  plotted  on  Plate  #5  and 
for  projection  purposes  related  to  education  categories.  The  age  group 
0-4  years  appears  to  have  reached  a  peak  during  I960  and  it  may  be 
expected  that  this  peak  will  reach  the  following  age  group  (5-11  years) 
about  six  years  later.  This  procedure  has  been  repeated  for  the  other 
educational  categories.  However,  it  should  be  realized  that  another  rise 
in  the  0-4  years  age  group  will  cause  another  round  of  wave  crests 
through  the  succeeding  groups. 

Figures  from  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  for  1941 >  1951 
and  1961  have  been  superimposed  for  comparison  purposes  but  1941  figures 
will  bo  high  because  persons  of  war  service  age  are  not  included  in  the 
total. 

Of  particular  note  is  the  expected  peak  in  the  Secondary 
Education  age  group  (14  -  18  years)  about  1974  when  it  will  constitute 
9.5/o  of  the  total  population.
